Dear Mr. Marasco: 


As the chief exécutive officer of the City of Newark, I have 
taken an oath of office to uphold and obey the laws of our City, 
the State of New Jersey and the United States of America. This 
is an obligation and duty, which I do not take lightly. 


The principles that distinguish this country from so mary others 
are based on laws and a system of justice for all citizens. 

No matter how good our intentions, we cannot violate our — 
constitutional responsibilities. 


It is obvious to us all that this deadly disease is not a local 

issue, but has reached epidemic proportions throughout our nation. 

I have joined with other big city mayors in asserting that AIDS 

is a national problem requiring top federal priority and increased 
. funds to combat lethal illness. 


In our understandable haste to address this dilemma let us not 
forget that having AIDS is not illegal. Just as the courts have 
held that people who abuse drugs and alcohol are not criminals 

and cannot be prosecuted purely because of their physical condition, 
neither can we impose criminal penalties on AIDS victims. The 
persons having this disease face certain death and are worthy 

of having the same medical treatment as are others confronted 

with terminal illnesses. 


This also brings to mind the issue of human rights. Unfortunately, 
discriminatory action is often taken against those persons known 
to have AIDS by landlords, employers, co-workers and neighbors 
simply out of fear. _ . 


On my return frem the National League of Cities Public Technology 
Institute meeting in Washington, D.C. January 4, where I had 
read about the proposed ordinance in the Washington Post, I 
discussed coverage of this matter with the City Council. 
Thereafter, I was presented with a ruling by our Corporation 
Counsel, Glenn A. Grant, indicating his opinion that the proposed 
ordinance was unconstitutional and illegal in its present form. 
All this occurred before the Municipal Council voted on the 
aforementioned ordinance. 
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Mr. Grant has advised that the ordinance is unconstitutional 
because the State Legislature has preempted the Municipal Council 
from enacting legislation determining criminal penalties. 
Therefore, the local governing body cannot impose penalties for 
prostitution greater than those already determined by state 
statute. In addition to enclosing the provision from the statute 
which defines this limitation, let me point out that, the Code 
ef Criminal Justice (2C:1-5 d) provides: 


Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the “local 


enforce any ordinance or other local law or regulation 
conflicting with, or preempted by,. any provision of this 
code" or with any policy of this State expressed by this 
code, whether that policy be expressed by inclusion of 
.a provision in the code or by exclusion of that subject 


from the code. 


My basic objection to this ordinance is on legal grounds. I: 
‘understand, and I share the City Council's concerns about both 
problems, but we must look for solutions that are both effective 
and sensitive and legal. soe ` aa . 


I further wish to forewarn the Honorable Members of the Council 
that any effort to disregard the constitutional ramifications 
and human rights violations resulting from passage of this 
ordinance may bring unfavorable media attention to Newark. Even 
more importantly, approval of this measure will subject Newark 
taxpayers to unnecessary lawsuits and put a drain on our already 
overburdened municipal treasury. 


At the same time, I have ordered our Police Department to continue 
its vigorous enforcement. of laws governing prostitution and have 
instructed our Sexually Transmitted Disease Clinic to redouble 

its efforts in screening and counseling its patients. 


I welcome any opportunity to work cooperatively with the members 
of the Newark Municipal Council in our mutual desire to find 
solutions to this major health problem. 7

Ordinance of the City of Newark, New Jersey, 
amended to read as follows: 
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Chapter 3A - BURGLAR AND ROBBERY ALARMS 


17:3A-1 Purpose 


The purpose of this ordinance is to reduce unnecessary 


noise and to reduce unnecessary Police responses caused 

by the use of burglar alarm and robbery alarm systems by 
regulating the duration of the sound of the alarm, by prevent- 
ing unnecessary false alarms and by requiring that such 

alarms be disconnected promptly when they are malfunctioning. 


17:3A-2 Definitions 


(a) Alarm System - any equipment of whatever nature 

or kind, designed or constructed to signal the occurrence 
of any entry or other activity requiring urgent attention 
and to which police or other authorized personnel may be 
required to respond. 


(b) Lease Line System - an alarm system which provides 
direct connection by a telephone lease line from a specific 
location to an alarm panel or alarm register with a visible 
or audible signal. 


(ce) Tape Dialer System - an alarm system which automa- 
tically selects a telephone trunk line and then reproduces 
a prerecorded message to a special telephone device rather 
than to the alarm panel or alarm register. 


(d) Telephone Call System - an alarm system which automa- 
tically alerts a person, beyond the limits of the property 
served, who is engage in the business of relaying information 
by telephone to the Police Department or reacting independentiy 
of the Police Department. 


Ce) Alarm User ~ a person, firm, partnership, association, 
corporation, company or organization of any kind in possession 
or control of any building, structure or facility where 

an alarm system is maintained. 


(£) Burglar Alarm System - an alarm system signalling 
an entry or attempted entry into an area protected by the 
system. i 


(g) Chief of Police - the Chief of Police of the 
Police Department of the City of Newark or his designated 
representative. 


(h) False Alarm - an alarm signal eliciting response 

by police when a situation requiring a response by the 

police does not, in fact, exist. Excluded are alarm signals 
caused by violent conditions of nature, or other extra-ordinary 
circumstances not reasonably subject to control by the 

alarm business operator or alarm user or owner that is 

not related to alarm maintenance. 


(i) Robbery Alarm System - an alarm system signaling 


a robbery or attempted robbery of an area protected by 
the system. 


17: 34-3 Duration of Alarm 


No burglar alarm or robbery alarm system or device 
shall be maintained and allowed to emit a sound from any 
building which does not deactivate within twenty minutes 
after being activated, nor shall it be allowed to emit 
sound intermittently for any period in excess of a tctal 
of twenty minutes after being activated. 
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For the first occurrence, the law enforcement 
officer shall notify the alarm user in writing that his 
alarm did not deactivate after 20 minutes. For the second 
occurrence, the law enforcement officer shall notify the 
alarm user in writing that he is in violation of this section. 
Upon a third occurrence of a burglar alarm or robbery alarm 
emitting sound for over twenty minutes, the owner or alarm 
user shall receive a summons and complaint for a violation 
of this section. pora

In addition, upon a second violation of this 
section the alarm user shall be required to submit to the 
law enforcement officer, within seventy-two hours, evidence 
that he has taken the necessary steps to correct the system 
and comply with this section. 


17:3A-4 Type of Sound 


An alarm may utilize a bell, horn or other noise 
making instrument located upon the property where the device 
is installed. 


17:3A-5 False Alarms 


In the event within one year of a second burglar 
alarm or robbery alarm emitting a sound or message resulting 
in a response by law enforcement officers when a situation 
requiring a response by a law enforcement officer does 
not in fact exist, the alarm user shall be notified by 
the law enforcement officer to complete a written report 
to the law enforcement officer setting forth the cause 
of the false alarm if known; the corrective action taken; 
whether the alarm system has been inspected by an alarm 
service company; and such other information as the law 
enforcement officer may reasonably require. The alarm 
user's failure to return this report shall be a violation 
of this section of the ordinance. 


It shall be a violation of this section of the 
Ordinance for the alarm user to allow three false alarms 
within twelve months. 


17:3A-6 Telephone Line Connections 


No Tape Dialer System or Lease Line System shall 
be connected to any police telephone line without the express 
permission of the Chief of Police of the City of Newark 
and without complying with the regulations promulgated 
by his office. 


17:3A-7 Registration 


The user or owner of any burglar or robbery alarm 
system or device at any premises in the City of Newark 
shall provide to the Chief of Police of the City of Newark 
the names and telephone numbers of a least three persons 
who can respond to the premises where the alarm occurred 
at any time with the keys to the premises and the alarm 
system; and, with sufficient information to identify the 
type of alarm system, the location of the alarm system 
and the location of any other defensive system on the pre- 
mises as well as any other information required by the 
chief of police as described in the Police Department regula- 
tions. 


17:34-8 Permits 


Upon complying with the registration requirement 
of this Chapter, a permit shall be issued to the user or 
owner by the Division of Licenses for the alarm system 
for each property, building or other facility and no permit 
shall be transferred or assigned. 
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An annual fee of $20.00 shall be charged for 
each permit. 


It shall be a violation of this chapter to install 
or use a burglar or robbery alarm system without a permit 
issued pursuant to this section. 


17:3A-9 Revocation of Permit 


Any permits issued pursuant to this ordinance 
may be revoked or suspended by the Director of the Division 
of Licenses after a hearing for good cause shown. 


17:3A-10 Appeals 


Any person aggrieved by the action of the Director 
of the Division of Licenses in respect to the operation 
of any alarm equipment. 


shall have the right to appeal to the Business Administrator 
of the City of Newark. The appeal shall be taken by filing 
with the Administrator within 14 days, after the notice 

of the action complained of has been mailed to the person's 
last known address, a written statement setting forth fully 
the grounds for appeal. The Administrator shall set a 

time and place for a hearing of the appeal, and notice 

of the hearing shall be given to the appellant by certified 
mail to his last known address at least 5 days prior to 

the date set for hearing. The decision of the Director 
shall be affirmed, modified or reversed, and the reasons 
therefore shall be set forth in a decision that shall te 
sent to the appellant. 


17:3A-11 Issuance of Regulations 


The Chief of Police is authorized and empowered 
to issue such regulations as he may deem reasonably necessary 
to carry out the purpose of this Chapter, insure the proper 
function of private alarm systems, and provide for the 
safety and convenience of the police, other responding 
emergency units, and the public. Such regulations shall 
be in writing and shall be given to each registrant at 
the time of the acceptance of his registration or at the 
time of the amendment thereof. It shall be a violation 
of this chapter to violate the regulations of the Police 
Chief. 

17: 3A-12 Disclaimer 


Neither the City of Newark nor its agents or 
employees assume any obligation whatsoever concerning the 
adequacy, operation or maintenance of any private alarm 
system. Neither the City nor its agents or employees assume 
any liability whatsoever for any failure of any private 
alarm system, failure to respond to any such alarm system, 
or for any act of omission or commission relating to any 
such alarm system. 


17:3A-13 Penalty 


Any person found to be violating any of the provisions 
of this chapter shall, upon conviction thereof, be subject 
to a fine not to exceed ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS ($1,000.00) 
or by imprisonment for a term not to exceed 90 days or 
both.

A meeting was held January 20, 1988, and the Municipal Council deferred action 
on the application. 


On January 21, 1988, the City Clerk notified the applicant, the applicant's 
attorney, the appellants' attorney, the appellants and objectors that an appeal 
in this matter would be heard by the Municipal Counci? at their regular meeting 
February 3, 1988, at 1:00 P.M., in the Council Chamber, Second Floor, City Hall, 
Newark. 


President Martinez stated we will now hear oral argument on the appeal from 
the decision of the Board of Adjustment In the matter of application of Celestino 
Garcia, Applicant and Owner, to permit in a 2nd Industrial District the establishment 
of a Body and Fender Shop and Spray Painting at premises 175~181 South Street 
(45-51 Dawson Street). We may hear argument only from the parties to the appeal, 
that is the person or persons who filed the appeal and the one who was granted 
the variance. Either party may be represented by an attorney. No testimony will 
be heard by the Municipal Council, only argument based on the record made before 
the Board of Adjustment. For the benefit of the parties who are not represented 
by an attorney, that means that they may state the reasons for their position 
on the variance and they may point to testimony before the Board to support their 
position. However, they cannot bring in new testimony or other evidence. 


This is the time and the place for the appeal to commence. 


MR. GUSTAVO PEREZ, ATTORNEY FOR 26 APPELLANTS, addressed the Members of the 
Municipal Council requesting that the Board of Adjustment's decision in this matter 
be denied. He noted the decision was granted arbitrarily since applicant showed 
no special reason why this variance should be granted. He noted there have been 
several problems relating to the alarms going off during the night and no one 
responding, disturbing residents living in close proximity to the building. 


President Martinez read the following statement: 


. "On October 28, 1987, the Board of Adjustment by 
a vote of 7-0 granted a variance subject to one condition, 
to permit the establishment of a body and fender shop and 
spray painting at premises known as 175-181 South Street 
(45-51 Dawson Street). 
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This property is located in the 2nd Industrial 
District. The City of Newark's Zoning Ordinance at 27:3-49 
states that a building or premises shall be used only for 
uses permitted in the First Industrial Districts. 


The First Industrial District Regulations lists 
at 27:3-44 (25) “Garages where body and fender work and 
Spraying is done” as an exception to the purposes for which 
a building or premises may be used. 


A variance was therefore requested for the use 
of the property for the establishment of a body and fender 
shop and spray painting. 


A hearing was held on the application for the 
variance by the Board of Adjustment. The applicant, Celentine 
Garcia was present along with this three partners: Due to 
Mr. Garcia's lack of facility in English, one of the partners, 
Julio Moreno, presented testimony as to the proposed 
use. 


Initially the application requested a variance 
for a body and fender shop and a rooming house. The 
application was amended tc include spray painting and to 
delete the request for a rooming house. 


There were some twelve objectors, some of whom 
were represented by Attorney Gustavo J. Perez. Objecting 
testimony was given by Mr. Perez, as well as Madelyn Chicalese, 
Evon Lugo and Fernando Ortiz. 


We note that in filing his appeal to the Municipal 
Counsel, attorney Perez has stated for name of appellant 
"See attached List of Property Owners (26)". The list has 
some twenty-seven names (several are repeated on the list) 
and includes Celestino Garcia as well as the Newark Housing 


Authority and the Newark Board of Education. It is not clear 
from the list who are included as appellants. 


After all testimony was presented, the application 
for the rooming house was withdrawn and the Board of Adjustment 
adopted a resolution dated Qctober 28, 1987 approving the 
application for the body and fender shop and spray painting 
subject to (1) parking lot connected to building. The decision 
was based on the following factual findings: 


1) This lot is located on the southwest corner 
of South Street and Dawson Street. It is approximately 
99'x110' in size and on it is located a building formerly 
used for soda bottling. The area within the 200-foot radius 
is composed of residential, commercial and industrial uses 
and a school. 


2) Parking for 29 cars shown on plans. 
3) Property is fenced. 
4) Will employ 20 people 


5) Applicant withdraws application for rooming 
house. . 


6) Site allows for all work to be done inside 
confines of site. 


The Board further determined that the relief 
requested by the Applicant Celentino Garcia can be granted 
without substantially impairing the intent and purpose of 
the Zone Plan and Zoning Ordinances of the City of Newark 
based on the following reasons: ; 
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1) Grant of variance will allow viable business 
to locate on site peculiarly suited for use. 


Thus, the Board concluded that the applicant 
had established reasons for the granting of the variance 
and that the relief can be granted without substantia? 
detriment to tre public good or impairment of the intent 
and purpose of the Zoning Ordinance. 


Pursuant to legislative authority the Board 
of Adjustment shall have the power to permit a use or principal 
structure in a district restricted against such use or 
principal structure if there are “special reasons" and the 
relief can be granted "without substantial detriment to the 
public good and will not substantially impair the intent 
and purpose of the Zone Plan and Zoning Ordinance." 


; Under the present law, this Council, as the 
governing body, has the authority to make de novo review 
of the record established before the Board of Adjustment 
and reach its own decision in this matter, subject only to 
the requirement that its finding and conclusion are supported 
by the record. Kressler vs. Bowker, 174 N. J. Super 478 
(App. Div. 1979). The Council is directly responsible to 
the citizenry and has the right to apply its own expertise 
and knowledge of the community and make a final evaluation 
based on the record created before the Board. Thus, this 
Council may reverse, remand or affirm, wholly or in part, 
or may modify the final decision of the Board. 


Applying such a standard of review the Council 
has reviewed the transcript of the hearing before the Board 
of Adjustment and make the following determinations: 


1. This Council agrees with the Board of 
Adjustment's conclusion granting the present variance. ` 


2. Objections to the application were: 


(a) against the rooming house (which 
application was withdrawn); and 


(b) against the body and fender shop 
and spray painting as not being 
a residential use and as posing 
alleged environmental difficulties. 


, 3. The area is not zoned as a residential 
area and it was testified that in fact there are several 


body and fender and spray painting shops nearby. There was 


no evidence as to environmental impact, merely speculation. 


4. Extensive testimony was was given as 
to the amount and quality of renovation done by the applicant 
to the buildings and site. It was testified that the premises 
had already rece}ved Fire Department and Electrical approval. 


: 5. The Chairman of the Board of Zoning, 
Mr. Daniel Webster is a resident of the area, and highly 
knowledgeable concerning the residences and businesses located 
there.

MR. MARVIN JENKINS EL addressed the Municipal Council with respect to 
the homeless in the City of Newark. 


MS. DORIS JONES, 28 YATES AVENUE, NEWARK, NEW JERSEY, addressed the 
Municipal Council with respect to the poor operation of Newark's Summer Youth 
Employment Program.

NEWARK LANDMARKS AND HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMISSION 


2:2-138 - DECLARATION OF PURPOSE AND PUBLIC POLICY 


Many improvements and landscape features having 
a special character or a special historical or aesthe- 
tic interest or value and representing the finest 
architectural products of distinct periods in the 
history of the city have been uprooted without adequate 
consideration of the irreplaceable loss to the people 
of the city of the aesthetic, cultural and historic 
values represented by such improvements and landscape 
features, notwithstanding the feasibility of preserving 


and continuing the use of such improvements and 
landscape features. In addition, distinct areas 
may be similarly uprooted or may have their 
distinctiveness destroyed, although the preservation 
thereof may be both feasible and desirable. 
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It is hereby declared as a matter of public policy 
that the protection, enhancement, perpetuation and 
use of improvements and landscape features of special 
character or special historical or aesthetic interest 
or value are a public necessity and are required 
in the interest of the health, prosperity, safety 
and welfare of the people. The purpose of this ordin- 
ance [article] is to: 


(a) Effect and accomplish the protection, enhance~ 
ment and perpetuation of such improvements, landscape 
features and districts which represent or reflect 
elements of this city's cultural, social, economic, 
political and architectural history. 


(b) Safeguard the city's historic, aesthetic 
and cultural heritage, as embodied and reflected 
in such improvements, landscape features and districts.

(e) Protect and enhance the city's attractions 
to tourists and visitors and the support and stimulus 
to business and industry thereby provided.

(g) Promote the use of landmarks, landmark sites 
and historic districts for the education, pleasure 
and welfare of the people of the city. 


2:2-139 — DEFINITIONS 


Whenever the following terms, words or phrases are 
used in this article, they shall have the meaning and scope 
herein given: 


ALTERATION - means any act defined as an alteration 
by the Uniform Construction Code established under Chapter 
217, laws of 1975 and Title 5, Chapter 23 of the New Jersey 
Administrative Code (N.J.A.C.). An alteration or construction 
shall be deemed to be "major" if the estimated cost of the

priate zoning ordinance. 


HISTORIC SITE - means real property, man-made structure, 
natural object or configuration or any portion or group of 
the foregoing which have been formally designated in the master 


plan as being of historical, archeological, cultural, scenic 
or architectural significance. 


IMPROVEMENTS - means any building, structure, place, 
work of art or other object constituting a physical betterment 
of the real property, or any part of such betterment. 


IMPROVEMENT PARCEL - means the unit of real property 
which: 


(a) Includes a physical betterment constituting an 
improvement and the land embracing the site thereof. 


(b) Is treated as a single entity for the purpose 
of levying taxes; provided, that the term “improvement parcel" 
shall also include any unimproved area of land which is treated 
as a single entity for such tax purposes. 


OWNER - means any person or persons having such right 
to, title to, or interest in any improvement so as to be legally 
entitled, upon obtaining the required permits and approvals 
from the city agencies having jurisdiction over building 
construction, to perform with respect to such property any 
demolition, construction, reconstruction, alteration, restoration 


or other work as to which such person seeks the authorization 
or approval of the Commission. 


2:2-140 ~ COMMISSION ESTABLISHED 


There is hereby established in the Office of the Mayor 
a Commission, which shall be known as the “Newark Landmarks 
and Historic Preservation Commission."
